OPENING STATEMENT: 


At the above date and time, Gang Enforcement pem —— Rm Orozco, while 
assigned to the Compton Station area were involved in a shooting with Suspect Ricardo 
Manuel Badillo, MH/22. The suspect was shot after he ran from deputies, carrying a 
weapon, then turned on the deputies pointing the weapon at them. Both deputies fired 
at Suspect Badillo who died at the scene. Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Rod 
Kusch and Sergeants Laura Haynes and Dave Stunson responded to the command 
post, and later to the scene.

at esi 'ere in a hidden position and saw several gang 
members attending the party. The location is a known hang out for "Barrio 13" or ^B13" 
gang members. Several arrests of "B13" gang members in possession of firearms, 
have been made in the area. They communicated their observations to Deputies 
Magadan and Ramirez, who are also assigned to the Compton Station Gang 
Enforcement Team: During their surveillance, they believed they had been seen by 
several of the gang members at the party. They advised Deputies Magadan and 
Ramirez to respond to the front of the apartment building on West 137" Street in their 
marked patrol car. Deputies Orozco апо o ved from their position of 
concealment and the gang members started running through the courtyard toward 137*. 
Street. As they neared the pedestrian gate at the south end of the courtyard, they 
observed the two suspects ahead of them had handguns in their hands. Тһе suspects 
exited the courtyard onto West 137^ Street, Deputies Orozco an hased 
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Suspect Badillo who was running armed with a handgun. The other armed male 
hispanic ran south westerly, in the same direction of travel as Deputies Magadan and 
Ramirez. Deputies M Orozco continued chasing Suspect Badillo who 
continued across West 137" Street. Both deputies ordered the suspect to drop the gun 
and stop. Suspect Badillo refused to drop the gun, or stop, and ran between two 
parked vehicles on the south side of West 137^ Street. As he ran between the 
vehicles, he turned and pointed the gun at the deputies. Fearing for their lives, both 
deputies fired at the suspect, striking him. 


Deputies Magadan and Ramirez arrived in front of the apartment building just as the 
two suspects emerged from the pedestrian gate of the apartment courtyard. They saw 
that both suspects were armed with handguns. Suspect 42 crossed in front of their 
patrol car and ran through the pedestrian gato, which led into the courtyard of the 
apartments at Т 137" Street. As they were following Suspect #2, they heard 
several shots from the direction they had last seen Deputies Orozco ^ -A-B They 
immediately responded to assist. Containment was established and a search for 
Suspect #2 met with negative results. 


Suspect Badillo sustained multiple gunshot wounds to the upper torso. He was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 


No deputies were injured. 


Suspect Badillo’s loaded .45 caliber semiautomatic pistol was recovered at the scene. 
The second suspect's loaded .38 caliber revolver was found in the rear yard of 

West 138" Street. Two expended .45 caliber shell casings and four 9mm shell casings 
were recovered at the scene 


IAB Note: [AB Lieutenant Rod Kusch checked to see that the watch commander, 
Lieutenant Kyle Burks, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and 
witness personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators, and 
that the involved and witness personnel did not col'ectively consult with their 
attorney or representative. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Kusch checked to see if 
the watch commander attempted to have involved and witness personnel gather 
in the company of a supervisor (OSSB Sergeants Frederick Reynolds and Dana 
Ellison) until they have provided a statement to the assigned investigators.

However, these lights did not 
appear to factor into the ambient lighting of the crime sce, the time of the shooting. 
There is a streetiight located just west of the drive way =й: 137^ Street, which 
extended north over the eastbound lane of traffic. The streetlight appeared to have 
provided ample lighting to a significant portion of the shooting scene."

Deputy ai prior to the shooting he and his pariner, Deputy Orozco were 
driving in the area of 137" Street and Wilmington Avenue when they saw four “Barrio 
13" gang members walking westbound in the street. Three were walking on one side of 
Wilmington Avenue, and one lone male was walking on the other side. As they went to 
contact the gang members, three ran south and one ran north. The deputies drove a 
short distance and caught up to the three who were stopped and detained. After 
searching them, the gang members were released as nothing illegal was discovered. 
The fourth gang member that ran was not relocated at that time. 


IAB Note: Deputies said during their interviews, while detaining the three gang 
members, they could hear loud music from a party on 137" Street.

Deputy 
ERE... he radioed to 280G2, "We're going over the fence," which was their cue to 
drive west on 137" Street, and intercept any suspects that ran from the party. The gang 
members immediately ran south through the apartment complex toward 137^ Street. 
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One suspect ran up the staircase onto the second floor of the apartments, as Deputies 
nd Orozco chased the other two suspects, one identified as Suspect Badillo.

Deputy Oro, alerted Deputies Magadan and Ramirez to come in 
off of 137^ Street. Deputy| lescribed as they were running after the suspects, 
they were both yelling "Sheriff, stop, Sheriff stop." 


Deputy MM: eoo the suspects holding on to the right side of their waistbands, 


which alerted him the suspects were most likely armed. Once the suspects reached the 
front gate on137" Street, one suspect produced а black handgun, and Suspect Badillo 
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continued running southbound with a nickel plated handgun. Deputyllillillisa:: he 
heard Deputy Orozco yell, “417 Drop the gun, Drop the gun.” Suspect Badillo ignored 
the deputy's orders and as he approached the south sid: bladed toward both 
deputies, holding the handgun in his right hand. oo MM he feared for his 
and his partner's life and shot what he believed was four to five times. Deputy 
described that the suspect fell through the two parked vehicles, and over the front hood 
of the parked Toyota tru t pproached the suspect, yelling at him to 
show his hands. Deput aid “1 see that he is obviously down." At that time he 
was aware of Deputy Orozco's presence with him, and Deputies Magadan and 
Ramirez. Realizing there was an additional armed outstanding suspect, Deputy] 

said they backed away from the suspect and begin to assess their surroundings due to 
the large crowd gathering behind them. Medical assistance was requested for the 
suspect and a containment was established. 


Deputy Orozco: 


Deputy Orozco was interviewed at the Internal Affairs Bureau Offices by Sergeants 
Laura Haynes and Julia Kiser on August 19, 2010. He was represented by Helen 
Schwab of Green and Shinee. 


Deputy Orozco recalled the same series of events as Оери — at led up to the 
shooting. He described the initial contact of the three "Barrio 13" gang members. He 
told investigators they met with their sister car to formulate a plan to watch the party 
and gang members from a position of advantage in the backyard of a residence on 
136" Street. 


Deputy Orozco said as they observed the "Barrio 13" gang members, they could smell 
marijuana. The decision was made to jump over the wall and detain the gang 


members. As Deput ent over the wall first, Deputy Orozco heard him yell out, 
"Hey theyre running, 417." Deputy Orozco described as he jumped down from the wall, 
he saw a male suspect running with a gun in his right hand and Бери n foot 


pursuit of both suspects. Both suspects and deputies were running toward 137^ Street 
where Deouties Magadan and Ramirez were staged. Deputy Orozco said he 
transmitted radio traffic on direct alerting Deputy’s Magadan and Ramirez one male 
hispanic was running toward them, and they continued chasing Suspect Badillo who 
was approximately twenty five to thirty feet in front of them. As Suspect Badillo ran 
south across the street Deputy Orozco said, “He turned around and it seemed like he 
was going for cover to, between the two cars and pointed the handgun directly at my 
partner.” 


jd when he saw the Suspect pointing his firearm directly at his partner and Deputy 
й his weapon, he shot two rounds at Suspect Badillo. Deputy Orozco said it 
appeared Suspect Badillo tripped over the curb and landed south of the red Toyota on 
the grassy area next to the sidewalk. 
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Deputy Orozco said Deputies Magadan and Ramirez ran over to their location, 
transmitted emergent traffic, requested medical aid for the suspect, and began setting 
up a containment for the second armed outstanding suspect. 


Deputy Orozco: 


Deputy Orozco was interviewed by Homicide Detectives Dendekker and 
Schoonmaker at Compton Sheriff Station on January 25, 2009. He described the 
same sequence of events as given by Бери ll led up to the shooting. 


Deputy Orozco said as he and Depui vere observing the party, one of the 
gang members yelled in Spanish, "Police," as they took off running through the 
courtyard toward the front of the apartment complex. Realizing they had been seen, 
Deputy Orozco said they jumped down from the wall and landed inside the courtyard. 
The suspects took off running south through the courtyerd toward 137" Street and the 
deputies chased the two male Hispanics they had been observing. Deputy Orozco said 
as he followed his partner and the suspects, a male hispanic moved in front of him, 
blocking his path with his hands up and said, "! don't go: nothing, | don't got nothing." 
Deputy Orozco pushed him aside and saw Deputy MU to the front gate. He 
hurried to catch up to his partner as they reached the front pedestrian gate. Atthat time 
he saw Suspect Badillo with a weapon in his right hand. He yelled to Deputy| 

“417, 417? then yelled to the suspect, "Drop the gun, drop the gun, drop the gun, drop 
the fuckin’ gun.” As Deputic ШЕ nc Orozco chased Suspect Badillo, he ran 
between two vehicles on the south side of the street. Deputy Orozco said Suspect 
Badillo tumed toward him and his partner, so he fired two rounds at the suspect. 
Deputy Orozco then looked behind him, back toward the location of the party and saw a 
large crowd slowly moving toward them. He told Deputy Magadan, who had run to their 
location, "Put it out, put it out, set up a containment," because the other armed male 
hispanic had continued running south and out of sight.

WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 


Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Magadan: 
Deputy Magadan was interviewed by Homicide Detectives Dendekker and 


Schoonmaker on January 25, 2009 at the Compton Sheriff Station. АВ Sergeants 
Laura Haynes and Dave Stunson were present during this interview. 
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Deputy Magadan said he and his partner, Deputy Ramirez, were positioned on 137^ 
Street and Wilmingt enue in their marked black and white patrol car awaiting a call 
to roll to the party a 137^ Street at the direction of Deputies го Orozco. 
He said approximately 15 minutes after they set up, they heard, “Hey, swing around, 
swing around,” transmitted on “direct” via the Sheriff portable radio. As they “swing 
around" to the front of the apartment complex, Deputy Magadan said he saw two male 
Hispanics running out of the gate olli 27^. Cne male hispanic ran southwest 
in front of their radio car, pushed the gate iit 37" Street, and ran out of sight. 
One male hispanic ran south with Deputie: ind Orozco chasing after him. 
Deputy Magadan said both male Hispanics were running with handguns in their hands. 


Deputy Magadan said, "Within seconds we heard gunshots fired prior to being able to 
put out the traffic." Both deputies ran to just west of their location where they heard the 
gunshots and saw a deputy-involved shooting had occurred. Deputy Magadan 
transmitted "10-33" emergency traffic, advised a deputy involved shooting had 
occurred, and began to set up a containment realizing they had one armed outstanding 
suspect. 


Deputy Ramirez: 


Deputy Ramirez was interviewed by Homicide Detectives Dendekker and 
Schoonmaker on January 25, 2009 at the Compton Sheriff Station. IAB Sergeants 
Laura Haynes and Dave Stunson were present during this interview. 


Deputy Ramirez described the same sequence of events as given by Deputy Magadan 
that led up to the shooting. He described the initia! contact of the three "Barrio 13" gang 
members by Deputies lll: nc Oro: old investigators they met with their 
sister car to formulate a plan. Deputie: nd Orozco were to watch the party and 
ang members from a position of advantage in dU. Ы Rm 
They were to give them a signa! to swing arounc to 137^ Street and intercept 
any party goers that run from the apartment complex 


Deputy Ramirez added as they drove westbound on 137" Str; saw two male 
Hispanics running from the apartment complex and DM M Orozco 
chasing Suspect Badillo. Deputy Ramirez exited the patro! vehicle to follow the armed 
male hispanic running southwesterly in front of their radio car. He described, “He saw 
him maybe get about 10-15 feet past the pedestrian gate before | heard, um, shots 
iced.” Deputy Ramirez said they immediately directed their attention toward Deputies 
ш: Orozco. When they reached the deputies they saw the deputies standing 
in the middle of the street just north of the south sidewalk. 
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Deputy Ramirez described the suspect as, "lying on the sidewalk near two parked 
vehicles and a handgun lying on the ground approximately one foot away from the 
suspect" [Immediately medical aid was summoned for Suspect Badillo, and a 
containment was established for the armed outstanding suspect. 


IAB NOTE: Both handguns were recovered the night of the shooting. Aithough 
the second suspect was not arrested that night, he was identified as Hector 


j Iso a "Barrio 13" gang member. He was later arrested and charge NN 
He is currently awaiting triai for 


that crime, and was not formally charged in this incident.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office has completed its review of the January 24, 2009, fatal shooting of Ricardo 
Badillo by Los Angeles County Sheriff Deputie nd Samuel Orozco, We 
have concluded that Depa Orozco acted lawfully in self-defense, 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, property reports, analyzed 
evidence reports, and summaries of witness’ statements taken during the investigation by 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD), submitted to this office by 
Detective Samuel Dendckker on June 25, 2009. The District Attorney Command Center 
was notified of the shooting at approximately 2:30 a.m. on January 25, 2009. The 
District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attomey Renee Cartaya 
and District Attornéy Senior — | responded to the scene. They 
were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a “walk- 
through” of the scene. Compelled statements were not considered in our analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 
gpuary 24, 2009, Deputies Samuel Orozco E | 
members of the driving a marked black and 


white Sheriff's vehicle and wearing a Class B uniform, were conducting an investigation 
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regarding gang activity Aa S DU Street, in the City of Compton.! At 
approximately 10:00 p.m. Orozco and ere contacted by residents who lived in 
th lock E | Residents indicated that a party was occurring and 
several attendees were armed gang members. Ín order to maintain the safety of the 
residents, Orozco MEC Wn the party from a nearby location. Prior to 
conducting the surveillance, Orozco and| ontacted other GET members and 
requested assistance. 


Upon i: _ КЁ the area where the party was being held 
someone yelled, "Juda!" a slang word for “Police.” Immediately thereafter, male gang 
members at the party began to run and scatter. Orozco c imped over the 
fence and chased two of the gang members, one of which was later identified as Ricardo 
Badillo. Badillo ran toward a gate located in the front on the south side of the complex. 


Orozco eer Badillo on foot. When Badillo and the other male exited the 

gate, Orozco and aw that unidentified male was holding his waistband as if 

armed and retrieving a handgun. Orozco апі dentificd themselves as deputies 

by shouting, “Sheriffs! Stop!" When Badilio reached the gate, he pulled out a handgun 

fi ither his waistband or his right front pants pocket. Orozco immediately wamed 
and yelled, *He's got a gun! 417!" Sheriff's code for “man with a gun.” 
attempted to detain them at gunpoint, when they fled.’ 


The unidentified male ran southbound and entered the apartment complex on the south 
side of the street. Badillo ran across the street, in between two cars parked along the 
south curb line. Orozco ordered Badillo, “Drop the gun!” identifying himself, "Sheriff!" 
and demanded, “Let me see your hands!” Badillo ignored the commands and when he 
reached the cars, he turned his body toward Orozco and — who were 
approximately five feet away, raised his arm and pointed his handgun at them. Fearing 
for their lives, Orozco В с: their service weapons, striking Badillo. 


At approximately 10:30 ET Deputies Rau! Magadan and Henry Ramirez were 
contacted by Orozco MU M a gang party in the 800 block of 137^ 
Street. Upon arriving at the front а est 137^ Street, Magadan and 
Ramirez saw Orozco АЈ mmm Badillo, who was armed and another armed 
unknown male. As Badillo and the other unidentified male reached the gate, they went in 
different directions. Magadan and Ramirez chased the unidentified maie, losing sight of 
Orozco and 


A few seconds later, Magadan heard someone yell, “Drop the gun!” As Ramirez was 
about to enter another gate, he heard someone yell, “Let me see your hands!”

Compton City paramedics arrived at the location and proviced treatment to Badillo. 
Paramedic Jason Velez contacted Doctor Stuart Miller at Long Beach Memorial Hospital 
via telephone and advised Doctor Miller of Badillo’s condition. Doctor Miller 
pronounced Badillo dead at 10:58 p.m. 


On January 26, 2009, Deputy Medical Examiner, Lisa Scheinin, M.D., performed an 
autopsy on the body of Ricardo Radillo. She determined the cause of death was due to 
multiple gunshot wounds. A toxicological analysis was conducted as a part of the 
autopsy and revealed measurable amounts of marijuana in the decedent’s blood. 


Investigators canvassed the area for witnesses to the shooting but were unable to find any 
eyewitnesses to the shooting. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if 
it reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of 
others that he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger 
of great bodily injury or death. (People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731.) 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which eppears to be imminent. 
California Criminal Jury Insiructions 3470. 


Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense. If one is 
confronted by the.appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in 
the same position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act 
upon those circumstances. The right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is 
real or merely apparent. (People v. Minifie (1996) 13 Cal.4” 1055, 1068.) 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law 
does not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be 
justified in killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. 
(People v. Collins (1961) 189 Cal. App.3d 575.) 


? Badilio's gua was a Smith and Wesson, model 4516-1, .45 Auto caliber pistol, serial ТЕГ The 
pistol was observed with the slide fully forward, safety off, the hammer forward, and the magazine 
containing seven live .45 auto caliber cartridges seated. 

^ This gun was a Smith and Wesson, model 15-3, 38 Special caliber revolver, serial ARE with the 
hammer forward and the cylinder locked, loaded with six live .38 Special caliber cartridges. 
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CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Ricardo Badillo, armed with a 
handgun, was repeatedly ordered to stop and drop his weg efusing to comply, 
Badillo instead pointed his gun at Deputies Orozco and Fearing for their lives, 


they fired their service weapons, striking Badillo and ultimately ending a potentially 
lethal situation, 


Given the rapidly evolving, life-threatening situation that confronted Deputies Samuel 
Orozco ona о conclude they acted lawfully in self-defense. We arc 
therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
